ATTENDED NEPHEW’S BURIAL. 


HIS HORSES FRIGHTENED BY HIS 
SON-IN-LAW’S TEAM. 


Both Parents and a Sister of His ‘Dead 
Nephew Killed in Cyclone of 
1896—A Family’s Double 
Share of Fatalities. 


Valentine Krause of Mascoutah, IIl., was 
accidentally kilied Friday while returning 
from the funeral of his nephew. 

The family has had more than its share 
of fatalities. Both the parents and a sis- 
ter of the nephew were killed at New Baden 
in thé cyclone of 1896. 

Peter Krause died Wednesday at his home 
at Thompsonville, Ill, The remains were 
teken to Mascoutah for interment. The 
funeral took place Friday afternoon to the 
Mascoutah Cemetery. 

Among those in attendance was Valentine 
Krausge, an uncle of the deceased, who lived 
three miles south of the city, and was 
one of the most prominent farmers of the 
vicinity. He followed the remains with the 
others to the cemetery. 

At the conclusion of the services at the 
side of the grave Mr. Krause and three of 
his feminine relatives took seats in a two- 
horse spring wagon and stafted to return to 
Mr. Krauée’s home. 

When about a mile out of Mascoutah Dr. 
Heinrich, a son-in-law of Mr. Krause, drove 
The horses attached to 
the wagon took fright and became unman- 
ageable. 

The three ladies jumped out of the ve- 
hicle and escaped with siight bruises. Mr. 
Krause Kept hoid of the lines and‘tried to 
bring the animals under control. He might 
hage succeeded if the wagon had not struck 
a Gitch. It was turned over and Mr. 
Krause was thrown out. He struck on his 
head and when his relatives ran to his side 
they found him unconscious, 

He was carried to the residence of Dr. 
Heinrich, where every effort was made to 
save his life, but he died a few hours later 
without having regained consciousness. 
The deceased was 55 years old. He leaves 
a family of ten children. He will be buried 
at the Mascoutah cemetery Sunday.

FROM A FUNERAL; TO HIS COURAGE. 


William Shults Fought a Bur- 
giar to a Finjsh. 


BUT THE BURGLAR WON OUT. 


SEVERAL PLACES IN HAMMETT 
PLACE ROBBED. 


Money, Clothing and Jewelry Carried 
Away, and the Citizens Cau- 
tioned by the Police to Keep 
It Secret.

William Shults of 4739 Hammett place is 
at home nursing injuries received in a fight 
with a burglar. On the same night at- 
tempts were made to enter the houses of 
two neighbors. 

Mr. Shults has passed the meridian of 
life but is as stout of courage as he ever 
was. To this he owes his contused face 
and lacerated hand. He lives with his wife 
and her sister in one of the prettiest homes 
in the place. 

Monday night the burglar came. He 
could not reach the rear kitchen window, 
so went to the barn for a ladder. This 
proved too short and the bench in the front 
yard was utilized. The robber found the 
window unlatched. Cautiously he raised 
the sash. In the dining room was the 
faithful watchdog who has done long and 
honorable service in the family. 

For some reason this night the old dog 
did not give his customary warning, but 
allowed himself to be led into the yard, 
The robber then returned to the dining 
room and carefully removed every article 
frum the buffet, but took nothing. The 
pantry was likewise thrown into disorder, 
but nothing 1s missing. Things were 
thrown into confusion in the parlor. Chairs 
were overturned and vaiuable bric-a-brac 
strewn on the floor. This discriminating 
visitor saw nothing there that struck his 
fancy and he passed into the hall. Two 
dress coats and a topcoat were just his 
size. In a drawer were some gun and re- 
volver shells. All of these he took, with 


the three coats. 
Then he went upstairs. The first door en- 
countered is that of Mr. Shults’ apartments. 


The robber seemed to know this, for he 
assed down the hall to the room of aged 
Miss Harriett Hunt, Mr. Shults’ sister-in- 
jaw. A light was burning and with the aid 
of this the visitor went tmrough her dresser, 
took her gold watch and chain and pocket- 
book containing bills and silver. Miss Hunt 
cannot recail the amount of money it con- 
tained. 

It was on his retreat to the steps that the 
burglar encountered Mr. Shults. The old 
gentleman had heard suspicious noises in 
his sister-in-law's room and thought she 
was ill. With this in mnd he stepped out 
in the hall and met the robber. Mr. Shylts 
sprang upon him and the two rolled on the 
floor. For five minutes they fought, then 
the superior strength and younger age of 
the burglar told, and he gained the upper 
hand. Forcing Mr. Shults against the wal) 
he pounded him viciously in the face. 
Shults fell exhausted and the robber ran 
down the steps, picked up his shells and 
coats and departed through the back door. 

The next day the contents of Mr. Shults’ 
coat pockets were found in a@ yard two 
doors away. : 

Next door toward arcus avenue lives 
Frank Rosebrough. e morning after the 
Shults robbery Mr. Rosebrough found a 
water barrel tilted under his dining room 
window. The shutter had been cut and 
there were marks on he sash showing that 
an attempt had been made to force the 
window latch, but it held firm and the rob- 
ber either gave up or was frightened away. 

Fred Krieman lives at 4727 Hammet place. 
The same night an attempt was made to 
force his kitchen window. 

These have been reported to the police 
and in each case the family were impressed

Secretary Favors Serubbing 
the Federal Building. 


CUSTODIAN ASKS $75,750. 


MR. SMITH PAID TRIBUTE TO THE 
POST-DISPATCH’S EFFORTS. 


Criticism of the Building’s Condition 
Has Caused Him to Request Many 
Necessary Improvements 
on All Floors. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The treasury of- 
ficials have under consideration to-day the 
recommendations for repairs to the St. 
Louis Federal building, suggested by Cus- 
todian Charles H. Smith. His letter was 
received yesterday. It was referred to the 
supervising architect, Mr. Taylor, and by 
him will be submitted to the various of- 
ficlals who have authority in the premises. 
These are the recommendations submitted 
by Custodian Smith. 

First, for four new electric passenger ele- 
vators, one new electric freight elevator 
and three new electric mail hoists, $18,500. 

Second, for three new 6 K.-W. dynamos, 
connecting engines, new switch board, two 
new steam boilers and for equipping six 
boilers with down draft furnaces, $27,500. 

Third, for altering the heating plants, 
$4000. 

Fourth, for cleaning and painting the out- 
side, painting the rooms and corridors of 
the first, second and third floors, and for 
putting in new floor in the postoffice work 
room, $15,75 


Fifth, for a new roof, $10,000. ‘ 
' Total recommended by the Custodian, $75,- 
0 


‘No action has yet been taken by the 
department because time is required to 
consider the recommendations,’ said Chief 
Sutherland of the Bureau of Repair in the 
office of the Supervising Architect. 

“But the matter will be expedited as 

much as possible. I do not know, of course, 
what will be done. I know, however, that 
the suggestions of the cust an call for 
no more than St. Louis is .tled to. It 
sees to me that the money required for 
the purposes mentioned should be obtained 
from Congress. I notice that New York 
and all the big Eastern cities get Congress 
to provide for their wants by special ap- 
propriation bills.” 
_.Supervising Architect Taylor, Chief 
Clerk Swayzee, Assistant Superintendent 
Hills, Assistant Secretary VWanderlip. and 
finally Secretary of the Treasury Gage, 
in the order named, will consent to the 
recommendation and figures submitted by 
Custodian Smith. 

In his Ietter of transmittal the Custodian 
pays tribute to the Post-Dispatch indi- 
rectly by suggesting to the Treasury De- 
partment that the condition of the build- 
ing has become the subject of newspaper 
eriticism and urges speedy action because 
of it.

Mayor Ziegenhein’s signing the lighting 
ordinance does not alter the probability 
that part of the city will be in darkness 
after Jan. 1, 1899. The House of Delegates 
is still holding up the bills providing for 
temporary lighting. 

The new ordinance goes into effect Dec. 
18. The contract under which the alleys 
and 150 streets are now being lighted with 
Incandescent lamps expires Dec. 31. The 
| contract under which the other streets are 
| Mghted with arc lamps expires April 30. 

Unless provision is made and a new con- 
tract let prior to Dec. 31, when the incan- 
descent system will-be discontinued, those 
étreets and all the alleys will be in dark- 
ness from that time until the 10-year con- 
tract authorized by the ordinance just 
passed shall go into effect, which can hard- 
ly be prior to Sept. 1. 

The situation with regard to the streets 
lighted by arc lamps is the same, except- 
ing the difference in time. Unless tempo- 
rary provision is made the arc lamps will 
go out April 30, and from that date untill 
the ten-year contract goes into effect the 
entire city will be in total darkness.

STRIKERS TEAR UP TRACKS

“Telegraphic and railway communication 
to Modder River has been reopened. A bat- 
tery of field artillery and a battalion of 
infantry were dispatched from Modder 
River against Commandant Prins Loos’ 
force of 1000 Boers, with one gun, who had 
destroyed the railway. Our losses were 14 
in wounded. 

“Belmont has been strengthened by in- 
fantry and two guns, and a cavalry regi- 
ment and troops from Naauwpoort occu- 
pied Arundel Thursday. 

“The enemy’s forces near Gen. Gatacre 
were reported as follows: At Dordrecht, 
300: marching from Jamestown to Dort- 
drecht, 700, with six guns; at Stormberg, 
1300; at Waterfall, a large force, strength 
unknown; at Molteno, about 40. 

“Lord Methuen reports casualties De- 
cember 6 on patrol duty as follows: 

‘“Missing—Liecut. Tristram and four men 
of the Twelfth Lancers; wounded, four 
men.” 

Though this raid seems to have been 
unimportant in result, it shows that the 
Boerc are still undaunted, and the ease 
with which the raiders accomplished their 
work is evidence that Methuen’s force is 
as yet far from being adequate to attempt 
relief of Kimberley. Other dispatches state 
that reinforcements are being rapidly 
pushed to the Modder. , 

Some interesting light Is thrown on the 
position of affairs along the western fron- 
tier by a dispatch issued by a Boer agency 
last evening in Berlin. The dispatch says:

They Escape From a Window 
of Missouri Penitentiary. 


ONE IS SHOT AND RETAKEN, 


THE OTHER HAS 80 FAR ESCAPED 
OFFICERS AND CITIZENS. 


Release Effected by Daring Exit From 
‘a Third Story Window and a Rush 
Past. the Guard at the Out- 
side Gate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec, 9.—Shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning Joshua L. 
Craft and Ed Karsh escaped from a third- 
story window in the Star Clothing Co.’s 
building inside the penitentiary walls by de- 
scending a rope to the ground on the out- 
side of the walls. Craft is a trainrobber 
from Lawrence County, serving a 15-year 
sentence since 1895 for robbery in the first 
degree. Marsh is also a ‘“‘l5-year man,” 
convicted of robbery in the first degree. 
Karsh came to the penitentiary last year 
from Buchanan County. 

Craft got permission to go to the hospi- 


tal and instead went to the clothing de- 
partment, where he joined Karsh. There 
they donned citizens’ clothing, bent the iron 
bars at the tap of the window and escaped. 
They had scarcely reached the ground 
when they were discovered by Charles Bar- 
low, keeper of the big gate in front of the 
institution, but he was unarmed. He gave 
the alarm and the officers were soon in pur- 
suit, but the convicts were considerably in 
advance, ore of them having taken a de- 
livery wagon and horse standing near the 
prison, and the other running through the 
alleys for dear life. Craft had not gone 
far before he met a man carrying a gun, 
and he forced the weapon from his would- 
be captor. 

The ernces and citizens pursued the con- 
victs with Winchester rifles and Craft was 
captured in the wooods two miles south of 
the city, but not until he was shot in the 
side of the head with a Winchester bullet 
by Deputy Marshal Crump. Craft attempt- 
ed to shoot Officer Crump, but the. gun 
snapped, whereupon the officer shot him, 
inflicting only a scalp wound, from wWhich 
he will recover. Craft was then brought 
back to the penitentiary and placed in the 
hospital.

A Confusion of Baptismal Names Led 
to Charges Against Miss Mabel 
Which Will Now Be 
Abandoned. 


A confusion of baptismal names came 
near resulting in charges being filed against 
Miss Mabel Filley bythe officers of the 
Golden Chain Humane Society—charges of 
which she was entirely innocent, and which 
she could refute by establishing a con- 
Vincing alibi. 

Miss Mabel Filley is a member of the 
Golden Chain Soclety. On Thanksgiving 
day a deer hunt took place in the county, 
Starting from the country place of .Judge 
Henry D. Laughlin. In the newspaper ac- 


counts of the thrilling chase it was stated 
that Miss Mabel Filiey was one of the 
party who helped the dogs run down a 
limpid-eyed deer, about the size of a goat. 
Verisimilitude was given to the statement 
of her presence by the further statement 
that she was the only one of the party 
who rode astride, after the manner of a 
deer hunter of the male sex. 

‘hen the members of the Golden Chain 
Society read the accounts of the hunt 
royal there was high indignation. It was 
recalled that Miss Mabel Filley was one of 
the members of the society, and it was 
asserted that by participating in the pur- 
suit of the timid little deer she had ‘‘vio- 
— her obligation,” as the union men 
ay. 

Some of the members got together and 
agreed that charges would have to be pre- 
ferred against the erring member. Friday 
Miss Caikins, the secretary of the organiza- 
tion, sent a letter to Miss Filley notifying 
her of what was about to happen so that 
she might prepare her defense. It was in 
effect a notification that she had been in- 
dicted and her trial would take place at 
the next meeting of the society. 

Saturday Miss Filley sent a reply which 
stated that she had not participated in the 
deer hunt and was therefore innocent of the 
charge. Her statement will of course be 
accepted and the indictment against her Will 
be quashed. 

When Miss Filley was seen at her home, 
1527 Lucas place, Saturday morning, she 
said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“IT did not attend the deer hunt on 
Thar ksgiwng day. The report that I was 
one of the party was a mistake. May Fli.- 
ley, quite a young girl, who is my cousin, 
was one of the party. I suppose that is 
what gave rise to the mistake. I wo 
like a correction of the statement that I 
rode astride. I have never ridden astride 
in my life. My cousin may have done s0o. 
Iam a member of the Golden Chain Society, 
but I never attended one of the meetings 
and do not know anything about the organi- 
zation. What are they going to do with 
me? Can you tell me?’ 

She was told that if she had been found 
guilty they might have done something ter- 
rible with her, but as long as she could 
prove an alibi the charges would be dropped.

THESE GREAT RUGBY TEAMS 
MEET SATURDAY AFTERNOON. 


|THE WESTERN CHAMPIONSHIP. 


That Is the Honor They Play for and 
15,000 Turn Out to Witness 
Their Contest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MADISON, Wis., Dec. 9.—The football 
elevens of the Universities of Chicago and 
Wisconsin, admittedly the two strongest in 
the West, lined up on Randall Field to-day 
for a game, on the result of which depended 
the Western championship. 

Probably 15,000 people, the larg- 
est crowd that ever ‘witnessed a football 
game here, was present when Referec 
Evarts Wrenn blew his whistle for the 
commencement of play. 

Every seat in the amphitheater surround- 
ing the gridiron was taken long before the 
game, while in the long rows of boxes along 


the side lines were many men prominent 
in public life, including Gov. Schofield and 
other State officials and Presidents Harper 
of Chicago and Adams of Wisconsin. 

Back of the heavy wire fence surrounding 
the gridiren people were packed four deep, 
while on the hills and housetops were hun- 
dreds wore. eT between 6000 and 7000 
people were brought in by excursion trains, 
nearly every city of any size in Wisconsin 
sending delegations to root for the State 
University eleven. Fully 500 rooters for 
the Maroons were present from Chicago, 
including at least 500 students, all carrying 
tinpans, with which to demonstrate their 
approval of the Chicago eleven's playing, 
and nearlv a thousand cardinal-bedecked 
rooters from Milwaukee helped swell the 
crowd and increase the noise. 

Probably two Western teams never met 
in a ga the outcome of which apparent- 
ly was 60 uncertain. So evenly matched 
were the elevens considered that by many 
a drawn battle or a victory by a fluke 
was looked for. 

The Chicago eleven, throughout a long 
season, had been scored on but three times, 
by Iowa, Pennsylvania and Cornell, and 
had not known defeat, while Wisconsin 
had gone through an almost equally long 
season with but one defeat, and that from 
Yale by a single touchdown. Chicago's 
offensive work was considered superior to 
any team In the country, except Princeton, 
her heavy mass plays all but bringing de- 
feat to even the University of Pennsyl- 
vania eleven. Wisconsin's strength, on 
the other hand, was in her defensive work, 
unquestionably the best ever seen in the 
West. It was coneidered a battle between 
an eleven with a good defense and an al- 
most perfect offense and a team with an 
exceptionally strong defense and a fairly 
good offense, Chicago, with her heavy 
mene pare and her swift backs, running 
behind strong and quickly formed inter- 
ference, was supremely confident of win- 
ning. isconsin, on the other hand, ex- 

ected to be able to stop the plunging of 

he Chicago backs, apd, aided by the phe- 
nomenal kicking of Tapt. O’Dea, to win 
after a hard struggle. 

Both teams were in splendid condition 
with the exception of one or two men, their 
work all week having been confined most-

STREET RAILWAYS ARE BLAMED 


Chicago Tries to Prevent Further Dam- 
age by Electrolysis. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—The law department 
of the city government is preparing an 
opinion as to the power of the city to 
force street rallway companies to provide 
their rails with the proper connection to 
prevent leakage of electricity and the sub- 
sequent damage to water and other pipes 
taid before the tracks. A burst in a water 
main was reported and workmen found, 
on laying bare the six-inch F'pe: that a 
hole an inch in diameter ha een eaten 
entirely through the pipe, while in other 
portions the pipe was almost as badly 
eaten away. The leak was nine feet below 
the surface of the street, immediately 
under a streetcar line. In another street 
an eight-inch main burst, and when excava- 
tion was made it was found that a large 
hole had been eaten through the fron. This

INCREASE IN THE PER CAPITA 


Money in Circulation Estimated to 
Now Reach Nearly $2,000,- 
900,000. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Treasury De- 
partment figures show that on Nov. 1 the 
total money in circulation was $1,963,716,148, 
and on Dec. 1 $1,985,930,964,, an increase of 
$22,214,816 in the month. A gain of even 
two-thirds this amount in December wouid 
bring the total money in circulation in the 
United States pest the $2,000,000,000 line for 
the first time in the history of the United 
States. A compilation shows an increase 
in gold and total money in circulation for 

years from $138,641,410 of gold and gold 
certificates to $778,385,308, and of total cir- 
culation from $816,266,721 to  $1,985,930,961,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If any of our substantial citizens are op- 
posing the World’s Fair it must be because 
they have formed a wrong impression as 
to the benefit which our city will derive 
from the fair. I understand that some 
point to Philadelphia and Chicago and say 
that the great World's Fairs which were 
held in these two cities did not benefit 
and that both Philadelphia and Chicago 
suffered in consequence.

The Centennial Exposition was their re- 
lief; now mark the consequence. A city 
which had grown to a population of 800,- 
C09, in one hundred and fifty years, held 
a World’s Fair, and to-day, twenty-three 
years after the close of the centennial,, 
she is a new city of more than one million 
seven hundred thousand, happy, indus- 
trious people. Did the expusition kill Phil- 
adelphia? 

Now how about Chicago? They gave a 
grand exposition during the greatest panic 
this country has even experienced. Every 
one knows that in spite of the very un- 
usual dull times, the Fair was a great 
success, it having gained more than 700,000 
population since the close of the fair, and 
Chicago to-day does not impress one as a 
dead city.

He Was Chief Engineer of the Maine 
When it Was Blown Up. 

NBEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Commander 
Charles I. Howell, Chief Engineer of the 
United States battleship Maine when that 
vessel was blown up in Havana Harbor, is 
dead at his home in this city. He died 
from an apopletic stroke. He was 50 years 
old and was born in Goshen, N. Y. He 
was graduated from the United States 
Naval Academy June, 1868, fourth in his 
class.

HAS HOPES FOR REINDEER. 


Government Superintendent Thinks 
They Will Prove Servicable. 
MADISON, Wis., Dec. 9.—Willlam A. 
Kjellman, who has charge of the Govern- 
ment Reindeer Station In Alaska, has re- 
turned to this city to spend the winter 
with his family. Mr. Kjellman takes a 
more hopeful view of the reindeer experi- 
ment than do a great many others. He 
says the reindeer will eventually be used 
as food supply and in furnishing means of 

transportation. 

There are now about 2600 reindeer at the 
seven Alaskan stations. The rate of in- 
crease in the herd is about the same as 
that of cattle. Mr. Kjellman says the 
reindeer are good transportation animals 
on the coast for distances up to 200 miles, 
but when driven that distance they must 
be allowed to rest, as the moss upon which 
they feed does not furnish them the strengtn 
needed to withstand great exertion. He 
thinks they would do better as transporta- 
tion beasts on the horse diet of oats and 
hay, and that such food would tend to 
increase their size and weight.

REPLY TO. ROBERTS 


STATEMENT MADE BY GENTILE 
DELEGATION. 


SOME SHARP — CRITICISM. 


Polygamist Charged With Being a Fu- 
gitive From Justice and Defying 
All Laws of Decency. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—A delegation 
representing the Gentiles in Utah has an- 
swered the address made by Mr. Brigham 
Roberts to the American people. In answer 
to Roberts’ contention that his disabilities 
have been removed the reply says: 

“If at the time of the passage of the 


enabling act Mr. Roberts was, as he seems 
in his appeal to admit, disfranchised by act 
of Congress, and therefore not a full citi- 
zen of the United States, as by the Consti- 
tution he must be, to become a member 
of Congress, then he is still in the same 
condition, tecause the constitution of Utah 
could not restore him to rederal citizenship, 
and the enabling act did not do it. The 
enabling act of Utah, unlike that of some 
other States, required citizenship of the 
United States as a qualification for voting 
and did not confer that citizenship upon 
those then not such citizens. Hence Mr. 
Roberts’ statement that by Utah becoming 
a State he was rehabilltated with the want- 
ing attributes of citizenship is unwar- 
ranted. 

‘Mr. Roberts says he has not been con- 
victed since statehood. It does not follow 
that he is innocent. He is now a fugitive 
from justice in Salt Lake County on a 
charge of unlawful cohabitation, and. in 
Davis County, Utah, where resides one of 
his polygamous wives with her illegitimate 
twins, born Aug. 11, 1897, a charge of adul- 
tery (a felony under the laws of Utah) has 
been for two months pigeon-holed by a 
Mormon prosecuting attorney, 

The answer says, further: 

“Mr. Roberts, in his attempt to belittle 
his crimes insists that he is only charged 
with a m'sdemeanor. He knows better. He 
knows trat he has been under oath and 
before tues proper  prosecutin officers, 
charged with the felony of etalear as 
well as the misdemeanor of unlawful co- 
habitation. He asserts that in 1889 he 
pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor only, and 
also says that if he was guilty of the same 
acts in the District of Columbia, ‘even 
flagrantly so,’ that, as a member of Con- 
gress, he could not be arrested therefor, 
because it is only a misdemeanor. Here 
again Mr. Roberts states what is not true, 
and he ought to know it. Unlawful co- 
habitatio::, under the Edmunds act, under 
which he pleaded guilty, was a felony, as 
also is = yg Sf with which Mr. Roberts 
igs charged in Davis County, Utah. In the 
District of Columbia both unlawful co- 
habitation and adultery are felonies, as de- 
fined by the Utah statutes, and it is only 
in Utah that the former is a misde- 
meanor. 

“These charges, in view of the Edmunds 
and Edmunds-Tucker laws of the United 
States, in force, warrant Mr. Roberts’ ex- 
clusion. They are aggravated, however, 
because his is not an isolated case, but one 
representative of a system. 

‘“‘Many sentimental people are being mis- 
led by Mr. Roberts’ very ingenious sugges- 
tion, from which some people infer that he 
took his polygamous wives when it was 
lawful to do so. This is a mistake. Adul- 
tery was a crime in Utah when Mr. Rob- 
erts was born, and at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Cullom anti-polygamy act Mr. 
Roberts was only 6 years old. His plea 
for sympathy, therefore amounts only to 
this, that he should be allowed to continue 
his criminal practices, notwithstanding he 
took his polygamous wives in defiance of 
law. We demand that he should support 
his families, but also demand that he 
shall cease the begetting of further illegiti- 
mate offsprings, and this is our only bone 
of contention, the only thing demanded 
which he refuses to yield. In this matter 
we disclaim any desire to have him de- 
clared ineligible because he is a Mormon, 
but solely because he its violating and defy- 
ing the laws of our State, of the United 
States and of common decency.”

KICKING ON THE FIELD. 


Chadwick Shows How It Is Only Love’s 
Labor Lost. 

The umpire question is still a leading one 

for baseball newspaper discussion and will 

be until the umpires are made to enforce 


the rules promptly, which the majority of 
the League staff fail to do, almost as much 
this year as last. In regard to the habit 
of kicking indulged in by captains of badly 
managed teams, here ts what Father Chad- 
wick had to say a dozen years ago about 
the stupidity of captains of teams in this 
respect, for that is what it is, a lack of 
common sense. Here is what he wrote in 
the decade of the ‘80s: 

“The prevailing idea amene the general 
class of baseball captains has been for 
years that unless they kick against the um- 
pire’s decision they fail to do their. duty. 
A greater mistake of judgment was never 
committed. In the first place, what possi- 


a single decision made by the umpire in 
which only an error of judgment is in- 
volved can be reversed, the express letter 
of the rules prohibiting any such thing. Of 
what use is it, therefore, to kick? On the 
contrary, every kick only adds to his er- 
rors of judgment. There is a sound policy 
involved in refraining from kicking and in 
silently acquiescing te the umpire’s deci- 
sions on called balls and strikes and in 
points of play in base running, a point 
which a little consideration would show 
any thoroughly competent captain very 
plainly how greatly he errs in kicking. 
‘There are constantly occurring in every 
ame points of p'ay in which a doubt is 
nvolved as to whether qa player is out or 
not in base running, and also as to whether 
a ball is pitched over the plate and within 
the legal range or not, and the rules mak- 
ing the umpire ‘the sole judge of play in 
the game’ leave it optional with him to 
decide the doubt in favor of one side or 
the other. Now, no matter hew impartial 
an umpire may try to bein rendering his 
decisions, it is not In human nature that 


favor of the side or the player who insults 
him by disputing his decisions, thereby 
questioning his honesty or judgment. Just 
here comes into play the shrewd point of 
silent acquiescence in decisions, for the 
oe gg or captain who does this is bound to 
ave the doubt given in his favor as 
against the player or captain who indulges 
his bad temper by kicking. Whenever you 
see a player or captain who has made 
raisplays and who wants to throw the onus 
of it on the umpire, you will find your 
stupid, short-sighted kicker at work, sure. 
Some of these cays. when tne game gets 
out of the ruts of one kind or another it 
now wailovs in, we will see the folly of 
kicking done away with."

FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 9.—At 9:45 this 
morning the election certificates of William 
8. Taylor was signed by the Election Com- 

missioners, and he was declared to be 

Governor-elect of Kentucky. The official 

figures filed with the Secretary of State 

Pinley are: 

Taylor, 193,714. 

Goebel, 191,331. 

Taylor's plurality, 2383. 

The operation which ended for the time 
being at least, the bitterly fought Guber- 
natorial contest was conducted in the sim- 
plest manner. The majority opinion of Com- 
missioners Pryor and Ellis and the minority 

' opinion of Commissioner Poyntz, which 
were published this morning were not read 
as was the original intention. The three 
commissioners walked first to the office of 
the Clerk of the Supreme Ceurt, where they 
filed two opinions. They then passed into 
the office of the Secretary of State. Clerk 
Chenault of the Board of Commissioners, 
read the figures showing that the Republi- 
can candidates for office on the State ticket 
had received the largest number of votes 
and then certificates of election were signed 
at once, that of Mr. Tayior being first on the 
list. 

All three commissioners jvere apparently 
in good humor. 

The certificates, as soon as signed, were 
fiied with the Secretary of State and com- 
missions were issued to the elected men at 
once by Gov. Bradley. 

Commissioner Ellis discusses the decision 
freely. 

“Speaking for myself,’’ said Mr. Ellis, ‘‘I 
say frankly I did not like to do this thing, 
but under the law and the evidence there 
is nothing else I can do and be an honest 
man,”’ 

“Why, 1 was an original Goebel man. I 
was a Goebel man long before he received 
the nomination, and I am a Goebel man 

now and a Goebel partisan. It would give 
me greater pleasure than I can express 
to be able to declare for the Democrats in 
this thing, but I can't do it. The proceed- 
ings before the board were so overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the Republicans, and 
they had so much the best of the argu- 
ment that it is almost idle to discuss the 
affair.’’ 

Mr. Goebel was apparently in the best of 
humor after being told that Mr. Taylor’s 
certificate had been signed. He laughed 
and shook his head when asked if he had 
anything to say.

TEXT OF THE DECISION. 


Board Holds That It Cannot Go Behind 
Returns. 

| FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 8&—In deciding 
the gubernatogal contest in Kentucky, the 
Election Commissioners rendered the fol- 
lowing opinion, after quoting extracts from 
the new election law defining the powers 
of the board: 

| “It is evident, from the law, 


ee 


that the 
‘State Board of Election Commissioners, 
when sit:ing as a board of contest, ig 
clothed with powers and jurisdiction which 
| it does not possess and cannot assume to 
| exencies when sitting, as at present, in a 
| mere ministerial capacity. 

| “As a board of contest it possesses the 
powers and functions of a court. It may 
set aside the original returns, overthrow a 
prima facie case, and when authorized by 
the law and the evidence, cast out pre- 
cincts or who.e counties and award the 
certificate tu the candidate other than the 
one having the majority on the face of the 
returns. But these are powers which the 


board can cnly exercise when sitting as a 
‘board of contest. 

“We must assume that the Legislature, 

by the enactment of section 12 of the law, 

' which provides for a board of contest, in- 
tended not only to limit the power of this 
body, when sitting as a board of canvass- 
ers, but to confer all the judicial power and 
authority which the board could lawfully 
exercise alone upon the board of contest. 
To hold otherwise would be to destroy the 
entire force of the section creating a Soard 
of contest and conferring on it responsible 
duties and large jurisdiction. 

“This law has carefully uarded the 
rights of all candidates; while they may 
not contest their rights to an office before 
the canvassing board they unquestionably 
have such right before the board of con- 
test. The remedy is plain and speedy. 
Every candidate who is defeated on the 
face of the returns may, before the tribu- 
nal provided by law, test the question of 
his right to his office With his adversary 
and nothing that the canvassing board 
may do or can do will in_any degree or in 
any manner whatever affect his right. 

“Such is our construction of the present 
law, and we are fortified in the correct- 
ness of this instruction not only by the in- 
terpretation which the Court of Appeals 
of this State has placed upop kindred 
statutes, but by all the law of the land, 
so tar as we have been able to examine it. 

‘This board, under the present law, as a 
canvassing boardy possesses no other or 
greater powers than those conferred on 
the Governor, Atterney General and Sec- 
retary of State.” 

To emphasize the correctness of this con- 
clusion the writers of the majority opinion 
quote largely from the statute and nu- 
merous authorities and then proceed as 
follows: 

“But the question as to whether or not 
the powers and jurisdiction of this board 
as at present organized are purely minis- 
terial or both ministerial and A gaee is 
not of supreme importance in this proceed- 
ing, when we come to consider the papers 
and documents offered as testimony and 
upon which we are required to act. 

‘These papers are ciearly incompeten 
testimony for any purpose, and it wou 
be held so, we apprehend, not only in all 
courtag but it would be so heid by us if we 
were how sitting as a board of contest. 

If this board was clothed with unlimited 
judicial powers it would not consider the 
ex-parte statements and extra and official 
statements here submitted. It could not do 
so without violating the most familiar 
rules of evidence, 

“Every citizen ts entitied to his say in 
court. He cannot be deprived of life, lib- 
erty or property except by the due process 
of law. It is not due process of law if 
he is not given an opportunity to meet his 
adversary and to cross-examine the wit- 
ness offering against him. and to produce 
testimony in his own behalf.

that office on mere ex parte affidavits, 
which he had never had an opportunity to 
inspect, and before he had been given any 
opportunity to offer evidence in his own 
behalf. Such is not, never was and never 
will be the law in any civilized State in 
the world, 

“What we have said with respect to the 
ex parte evidence applies to amended re- 
turns from certain counties, which in every 
instance only purport to have been signed 
by a majority of the county boards, and 
which do not certify any fact authorized 
by the law to be certified to this board. 

“It is contended by counsel for the Dem- 
ocratic candidates that the military force 
of the State was wrongfully and illegally 


called out on the day of the recent elec- | 


tion with a view of intimidating the citl- 
zens and voters of the city of Louisvil'e. 
For the reason already stated, our answer 
is that we cannot, as a mere canvassing 
board, consider the grave and constitution- 
al questions which they seek to enforce 
upon our consideration. But in justice to 
counsél and to ourselves, we deem it rele- 
vant and pertinent to at least indicate our 
view on the subject. It is a fact, about 
which we express no opinion, that the 
militia of this commonwealth was called 
out by the chief executive of the State on 
election day, and if the Governor of the 
comomnwealth was in fact present in the 
city of Louisville personally in command of 
the State troops, as argued, that presents a 
condition which does not meet the approval 
of this board, and which, in our opinion 
the law unqualifiedly condemns. t will 
certainly not do in Kentucky for anybody 
occupying official station or seeking polit- 
ical preferment to call to his aid or assist- 
ance the militia of the State. Such con- 
duct is not merely reprehensible in the 
first place, but it cannot be tolerated for 
a moment by the Anglo-Saxon blood, which 
is represented in the citizenship of this 
commonwealth. No lawyer of any respect- 
ability and no court has ever agreed that 
a thing like this could be done in thme of 
peace with impunity.’’ 

In the opinion he quotes extensively from 
Cooley’s constitutional limitations in sup- 
port of the positions assumed. It continues 
as follows: 

“The doctrine announced above is the law 
of every State-in this Republic, and in a 
proper case, with the facts properly shown 

efore a tribunal] having jurisdiction to deal 
with the subject, the conclusion to which 
such tribunal would come is not, in our 
opinion, clothed by the slightest shadow of 
doubt. But, for reasons already discussed, 
this board may not now sit in judgment on 
that question nor does it intend by what it 
has said to commit itself to any line of 
action in the future. 

“Once more counsel for the Democratic 
candidates urge upon this board that it 
ought to reject the vote of the city of 
Louisville on account of the official acts of 
a Circuit Judge, who, as counsel contend, 
with writs 9f mandamus and mandatory in- 
unctions, not only forced, as it is claimed, 
he cfficera of election to admit persons to 
the polling places who legally had no right 
to be there, but who, by mandatory process, 
required election officers to certify election 
returns which, it ls suggested to us, were 
not, in fact, true. 

“All of this, for the reasons stated, is 
apart from the jurisdiction of this board as 
at present instituted. It is enough, how- 
ever, in this connection to say that this is 
not a government by injunction, and when 
the question is properly presentes before 
a tribunal having jurisdiction to deal with 
the subject we Preset with confidence that 
the judgment of such tribunal will be swift 
and certain; that it will be distinctly held 
that such performances on the part of any 
Judge tn this State, whether of Aigh or low 
degree, are usurpations which cannot and 
will not be sanctioned by law. If the peo- 

le of Kentucky are noted for anything, it 
s for fair dealing. Any ai$»mpt at intimi- 
dation, coercion or overawing is resented 
by every citizen of the State, and no of- 
ficer can with impunity exercise the func- 
tions of his place for the purpose of con-

trolling the lawful actions of the citizens | 
or to put him in fear, except as he has.

“We regret we have regarded it necessary 
In view of questions before us, to extend 
this opinion to such length. It results from 
what has already been said, that the cer- 
tificate on the face of the returns before 
us should be issued to William 8. Taylor, 
the Republican candidate for Governor, and 
to the other candiates on the Republican 
State ticket with him, and it is so ordered.”’ 

The following is the gist of the minority 
report, which will be read by Commissioner 
Poyntz: 

“IT agree with my fellow-members of the 
State Election Bcard that the Democratic 
candidates were legally elected at the gen- 
eral State election held Nov. 7, 1899 and 
this fact is shown by the certificates made 
to this by the several county elec- 
tion boards.”

‘ever, when it broke by points, and from 
the neighborhood of 142 fell to. 139. It had 
opened 1 below the Friday close and had 
lost 1% on the very first quotation, with 
1% more a little later.

THE BEAR MOVEMENT. 


Conditions That the Initiated Believe 
Make for Low Prices. 
From the New York ‘Times. 


Wall street is fairly bombarded with de- 
ressing tales. Gold shipments are freely 
orecasted and because of much paraded 
blue views, the entire stock exchange dis- 
tricts seemed to take on a gloomy aspect 
and the whole list was knocked down. Some 
recessions were large and final figures 
showed many declines of 2 to 4 points. 
Much short selling’ was in evidence, but 
honest observation could not be blind to the 
fact that substantial liquidation was under 


way. 

Industrials were thé most conspicuous suf- 
ferers and Sugar was hurt worst, What 
may be taken to account amply for weak- 
ness was the discovery that disturbances 
intrude upon managements. At least one 
important director served notice of with- 
drawal from the Sugar board of directors. 

Some reports say iMr. F. Mattiessen, 
trustee since its origin, is to leada new and 
aggressive competing corporation. This, 
though, may be wrong, or at least prema- 
ture. What professional Wall street evi- 
dently sees in the fact that insiders are 
drifting apart is that Sugar securities, 
hitherto lodged in hands of strong insiders, 
will be given to the public. Significant of 
the senselessness of the spasm was the 
market course of Chicago & Northwestern. 
That security has for years been prominent 
as gilt-edged by most conservative invest- 
ors. Yesterday the Northwestern dividend 
was increased and the immediate result was 
that Northwestern dropped folir points. Try 
to find out why and from almost every ac- 

tive speculator was to be met the remark- 
pe statement that increased dividends do 
not count when Wall street chooses to be 
nervous. Nervous over what? Not any 
business development in any part of. the 
country, for every sign visible or suggested 
points with uniformity toward improve- 
ment. 

Wall street, though, affects worry over 
money situation an ~ yesterday was ready 
to accept most improbable yarns, provided 
only that they were grewsome. Some ex- 
ceptional apprehensions get currency as to 
the outlook for industrials, or ‘‘trusts,’”’ as 
Wall street likes to designate them. It is 
not unlikely that litigation against some 
such conspicuous properties may be started 
on the basis of the Supreme Court findings 
in the Addystone pipe case. Reports to 
such effect are current, but they are vague. 
As a writer logically points out: 

‘A trust is a combination of various com- 
mercial units still retaining their individ- 
uality and banded together stmply for t 
purpose of decreasing production and ~d 
creasing price. This may be dealt with 
as the Sherman act dealt with it, accord- 
ing to the principles of common law, but 
when these same concessions divest them- 
selves of their individuality, exchange their 
separate stock for that of another and 
greater corporation, they cannot combine 
with one another, they are not a trust and 
they may no more be restrained from mak- 
ing money by any principle so far known 
to law than can pay enormously ricy and 
capable individual like the late John 
Biair.”’

ASSOCIATION HAS DONE. 


) _ THE SUCCESS OF ITS CHARITIES. 


Thirty Years of Perseverance and Un- 
tiring Energy Have Established 
Half a Dozen Big Buildings. 


Probably the largest charitable organiza- 
tion in the city and most widespread in its 
different charities is the Women’s Christian 
Association of St. Louis. 

Beginning in a small way in 1869, through 
the efforts of a few devoted women, who 


gaw the great need of such work in the 
city, it prospered and grew. It became an 
Ancorporated body in 1870, with the object 


trial women of St. uis. 

For the attainment of this object it es- 
tablished a Christian Home for Women. 
After various vicissitudes and struggles this 
home is on a firm basis and is doing great 


Experience showed these women the ne- 
cessity of establishing a home for aged 
couples deprived of fortune and friends, 
and in 1878 a movement was commenced to 
start such a home as a part of the asso- 
ciation’s work, and in 1882 the well-known 
“Memorial Home’’ was opened and is now 

e of the best known “homes’”’ in the city. 
Additions to the buildings have from time 
to time been mede. but it is still unable to 
accommodate the demands made upon it, 
@s eve bed is occupied. 

In 1882 a meeting was held in the interest 
of a training school and in a short time a 
building was rented for a schoo) for indus- 
trial training. The Women’s Exchange has 
grown out of this school, and classes in 
cooking, plain sewing, dressmaking and 
steno hohy have been formed and are con- 
etantly increasing under competent teach- 


4 > 1884 the Women’s C tian Association 
organized the Blind Girls’ Home, its pro- 
tecting care having been called for by the 
“Blind Girls’ Band.” 


‘The members of the association, seeing. 
‘the dangers surrounding young women 


coming into the city, often alone and pen- 
niless, at the Union Station, determined as 
far as sible to guard them against dan- 

rs. hey employed a woman to be on 
fend at all times and offer protection to 
those in need. This mission is now called 
the “‘Travelers’ Aid,’ and has done an un- 
told amount of good in this direction. 

The last branch established was the 
Young Women’s Christian Association, or- 
ranized in the early '9s. In all this won- 
erful work which is being accomplished 
he credit belongs to the noble womer who, 
through disappointments and adversities, 
have gone ahead and persevered until they 
see their hopes and endeavors crowned 
with success. 

Mrs. C. R. Springer has been with it since 
fts commencement in 1869, and has been 
one of the leading spirits. The association 
now conducts the Women’s Christian Home, 
Memorial Home, Women’s Training School, 
‘Blind Girls’ Home, Travelers’ Aid and the 
Young Women’s Christian Association and 
the ite Cross Home.

up in Illinois. For 23 years the colored peo- 
ple were permitted to send theirmchildren to 
the puDlic schools with the whites, and the 
exceptional educational privileges given the 
_yare in the city caused many colored fami- 
lies to move to Alton. 

In 1897 the Alton Board of Education, of 
which Adolph Finke was President, erected 
-two new school buildings, one in the east 
and one dn: the central portion of the city, 
and when the school children appeared be- 
fore the Superintendent of Schools in Sep- 
tember of that year for assignment, all the 
colored children were asigned to the new 
school houses. This was the first intimation 
given the colored people that a separation 
of the races in the schools was being at- 
tempted, and they protested to the extent 
of going with arms to the schools of the 
whites and demanding admission for their 
children.

They em- 
ployed eminent counsel, Gen. John M. Pal- 
mer having chief charge of their case, In 
the first trial the decision went to the 
whites. 

The coloréd people took the case to the 
Supreme Court and the decision in the 
Circuit Court of Madison County was re- 
versed and the case remanded for retrial. 
The second: trial began_last week and the 
case went to the jury Wednesday. 

The colored people of Alton have mean- 


but scantily, not more than a fifth of their 
children ing to any school in the interim. 
In defending the action of the Board of 
Education the attorneys for the city denied 
that there had been any intent to separate 
the colored children from whites because 
of color, but contended that the super- 
intendent of schools had full power to as- 
= a ~~ to any schoo] he might choose. 
That the colored childr all received as- 
signments to the two new schools, the at- 
torneys for the city set forth, was a mere 
coincidence. 

There is a general feeling in Alton that 
the colored children will never get back in 
the schools of the whites. There is a dis- 
position to give them every educational ad- 
vantage the white children may have, but 
these they must receiver in schools of their 
own.
